WESTERN CHUCK WAGON

~ While thousands in 
the grandstand looked on. believ- 
ing it was part of a breath-taking 
act, two members of Welch Bros. 
rodeo troupe were burned severly 
at the Exhibition Park. 

The act was one ot the closing 
events in a vaudeville and rough 
riding program, the flaming chuck

wagon race. Two light wagons, 
each drawn by four hors and 
each bearing two men, raced at 


breakneck speed about the track 
Halt way around, both wagons 
burst into flames. 

That was only part of the act. 
Hundreds of times in cities acre 
the continent the troupers had per 
formed the same stunt, and made 
the spectators gasp, But the boys 
had soaked too much kerosene and 
gasoline on the sacks and straw in 
the wagons. The flames mounted, 
until they reached the riders in one 
of the wagons. However, the perfor 
mers did not stop. While the flames 


around them, burned thru 
their clothing and seared thelr 
flesh, they continued standing in 
the blazing wagon behind their 


prancing steeds until they had pas 


sed the gaping thousand¢ in the 
stands.
